Superintendent of Schools Lowell D. Jackson has 
resigned, effective Sept. 1. to accept an associate profes- 
.sorship at the University of Hawaii. 

His letter of resignation, dated July 16, and addressed 
to Kenneth Bush, School Board president, .said: 

“Please accept my resig¬ 
nation as superintendent 
of the Sierra Madre School 
District effective Sept. 1, 

1958. My reason for sub¬ 
mitting this resignation is 
that 1 have been extended 
an invitation to become an 
associate professor in the 
School of Education at the 
University of Hawaii. 

“Thank you for provid¬ 
ing me with the opportu¬ 
nity of living and working 
in your community this 
past year." 

THE SCHOOL BOARD, 

through Mr. Bush, replied: 

“It is with sincere regret 
that the Board accepts this 
resignation. We are ex¬ 
tremely happy over your 
invitation . . . but at the 
same time we feel a great 
personal loss in having 
you move from our com¬ 
munity. 

"The work you have done 
here this year has been 
greatly appreciated not 
only by those of us on the 
Board of Trustees, but also 
by many of the citizens of 
Sierra Madre. We are sorry 
you will not be here next 
year to share in what we 
know will be a fine school 
year." 

Dr. Jackson told The Sierra 
Madre News that his work 
here will bo finished the end 
of this month. Ho will take 
liis vacation in August and 
be in Hawaii by September. 

He will spend half his time 
in Hawaii working with the 
school districts and the other 
half teaching. 

“This appointment," Dr. 

Jackson said, "came almost 
as a complete surprise to 
me. I am very fortunate 
because associate profes¬ 
sors usually are named 
from within a university 
faculty." 

MEANWHILE, Dr. C. C. 

Carpenter of the County 
Schools Office has been re¬ 
quested by the Sierra Madre 
Board to help screen appli¬ 
cants for a successor to Dr.

“Nearly every small 
school district has similar 
difficulties when it starts 
to grow," Dr. Jackson said. 
"Sierra Madre is not unique 
in this respect." 

He also said that the pos¬ 
sibility of Sierra Madre 
merging with the Pasadena 
Elementary District had no 
part in his decision. 

He pointed out that even 
if the two districts do merge, 
the superintendent here un- 
doubtledly "would be well 
taken care of” in the Pasa¬ 
dena system. 

”1 leave Sierra Madre 
with regret," Dr. Jackson 
said. "We ore now at a 
point where the district 
can really move ahead." 

SOME accomplishments in 
the year Dr. Jackson has 
been here include: 

1. Passage of the bond is- 
.sue to build an addition to 
Sierra Mesa School. 

2. The e.stablishment of a 
new district office and en¬ 
tirely new bookkeeping sys¬ 
tem. 

3. The establi.shjnent of 
School Board rules and reg¬ 
ulations and the outlining of 
job de.scriptions for school 
per.sonnel. 

4. The establishment of a 
district warehouse, a step 
which permits the district to 
buy supplies in bigger quan¬ 
tities. 

In addition, school admin¬ 
istrators have had frequent 
meetings with teachers on 
strengthening the curricu¬ 
lum. Work on the curriculum 
was to have been a major 
project this coming .sch6ol 
year.

Takes Top Spot 
In Realty Loans 

Homo Savings and Loan 
A.ssociation gained ihe first 
place slanding for the high¬ 
est monetary total of realty 
loans in Los Angeles County 
for the month of June, ac¬ 
cording to figures released 
by the Realty Tax and Serv¬ 
ice Co. 

Home’s real estate loans in 
June amounted to $10,678,042, 
placing the association first 
out of more than 100 mort¬ 
gage lending associations. 
This was a 63 per cent in¬ 
crease from the $6,545,890 
loan total recorded for the 
similar month last year.

Dust the roast well with 
paprika and salt and pepper. 
Place in a heavy oven pan 
with a lid. Sprinkle with the 
minced onion and then blend 
the chili sauce and burgandy 
wine together. Pour liquid 
over roast and onions. Cover 
and bake for two hours at 
300°F. Turn and bake for IV 2 
hours more. Before serving, 
thicken liquid left in pan. 
It makes a marvelous gravy 
to serve over rice. 

There are stews and then 
there are stews. The beauty 
of Mrs. Jacobs’ recipe is that 
it requires no watching 
while browning the meat. 
For it she uses, for her fam¬ 
ily. 

21/2 lbs. lean stewing beef 
Minced onion 
Burgandy wine 
Dixie Fry 

Salt, pepper, paprika 
Carrots and potatoes 

Dredge meat well in Dixie 
Fry and paprika. Place in a 
heavy bake pan and sprinkle 
with .salt, pepper and minced 
onion. Set pan in a 400°^ 
oven without cover. Allow to 
cook until meat is well 
browned. Don’t worry, It 
won't .stick without addition¬ 
al fat. 

When meat is well brown¬ 
ed, remove from oven and 
pour enough burgandy wine 
over it to cover it. Return it 
to oven with cover and cook 
at 325°^ until meat Is ten¬ 
der. 

Add carrots and potatoes 
during final cooking period. 
Mr.s. Jacobs adds a pinch of 
herb fines when she adds the 
vegetables. You are by no 
means confined to the use of 
carrots and potatoes; these 
are just the combination of 
vegetables that her family 
prefers.

Prompt Snake Bite Remedy 
Needed to Save Victim 


By Roy O. Gilbert. M.D., L.A. County Health Officer 


The vast majority of people fear and dislike snakes, 
and there are good reason.s for these negative feelings. 
For, although some scientists are of the opinion that fatali¬ 
ties from snake bite are overemphasized, the fact remains 
that every snake bite must be considered a medical emer¬ 


gency. 

Furthermore, the poisonous 
snakes to be found in Los 
Angeles County are all of the 
pit viper family, which is 
the formidable clan respon¬ 
sible for the greatest number 
of snake-bite fatalities in the 
United States. 

THE THREE poisonous 
snakes in Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty are the sidewinder, the 
Mojave and the Pacific rat¬ 
tlesnakes. The sidewinder is 
sandy-grey in color with dark 
blotches oil its back, while 
the Mojave is green with 
brown blotches and narrow 
black bands around the tail. 
The Pacific rattler is colored 
dark grey or yellowish brown 
and has dark brown or black 
diamond-shaped blotches 
running down its back. The 
latter is generally a dweller 
in the hills and mountains, 
whereas the other two are 
desert inhabitants. 

Fortunately, the feelings 
that people have about 
snakes are reciprocated by 
the snakes, and, if it is at all 
possible, snakes will scurry 
away from the presence of 
human beings. Snake bites 
occur nearly always when a 
snake has been surprised, or 
when its warning is disre¬ 
garded, as is often the case 
when young children are Rit- 
len. 

If a few precautions are 
taken, most snake bites can 
be prevented. In general, 
stepping, jumping, or reach¬ 
ing into areas that cannot be 
seen clearly should be avoid, 
ed. Walking near bushes is 
hazardous, particularly i n 
desert areas, as snakes rest 
there in order to avoid the 
heat of the sun. 

But if an incident does oc¬ 
cur, prompt action must be 
taken, both in the matter of 
first aid and in getting the 
patient to a doctor as rapid¬ 
ly as possible. 


sucking the wound if no 
abrasion is present in the 
mouth. The venom may even 
be swallowed without harm. 
One authority recommends 
that the suction be continued 
for 5 to 10 minutes, the tour¬ 
niquet loosened for a few 
seconds, retightened, and the 
sucking procedure repeated. 
In serious cases this treat¬ 
ment may have to be given 
for some hours. 

As the swelling, which 
starts immediately, progress¬ 
es up the limb, the constrict¬ 
ing band or tourniquet 
should be moved ahead of it, 
and should be released peri¬ 
odically to prevent gangrene. 
Some discoloration may oc¬ 
cur. 

IT IS MOST important to 
get the patient to a doctor 
without delay. Antivenom 
should be administered 
quickly. Indeed, to be effec¬ 
tive it must be given within 
an hour or two after the poi¬ 
sonous bite. All stimulating 
factors should be avoided, 
including exercise and alco¬ 
hol. 

Some fatalities will occur 
unless prompt treatment is 
given and, to quote an au¬ 
thority, severe illness will re¬ 
sult in all cases where it Is 
lacking. 

A limited number of pam¬ 
phlets on snake bite are 
available and a copy will be 
mailed to anyone who sends 
a card of request to the IM- 
vision of Health Education, 
Los Angeles County Health 
Department, 241 N. Figueroa 
St., Los Angeles 12.

THE SPEED with which 
first-aid measures are given 
in snake bite is most impor¬ 
tant. In fact, they are use¬ 
less unless done very soon 
after the person is bitten. 

The victim should be kept 
as quiet as possible and a 
tourniquet or restricting 
band applied about two 
inches above the wound, 
which resembles a horseshoe¬ 
shaped bruise or puncture. A 
cross or T-shaped cut should 
be made in each bite mark, 
usually about one-fourth 
inch deep and one-half inch 
in length. 

Suction should then be ap¬ 
plied. If no suction appara¬ 
tus is handy, mouth suction 
must be used. This is a safe 
procedure for the person
